our new Community Center. A brief update follows:

We are close to finalizing a land agreement with the American 
Legion. 


We will have over $55,000 in the Capital Reserve Fund for our 
Community Center with the addition of $20,000 at this year's 
Town Meeting. 


Tentative plans have been developed for the building and land 
layout. These plans are now being considered by the Building 
Committee. 


An artist's conception of the proposed building appears on 
the rear cover of the Town Report. 


We anticipate a construction cost of $200,000 to complete the 
building. 


The building will consist of a handicapped accessible lower 
level to house kitchen, dining and restroom facilities; and a 
handicapped accessible upper level complete with restrooms, 
stage and large hall capable of holding large meetings, 
plays, and various sports, such as basketball, volleyball, 
etc. 


It is the desire of the Selectmen to see the voters approve 
the construction phase at the March 1998 Town Meeting. The 
goal would be to see construction take place in 1998. 


Most exciting, we are now officially starting a fund drive to 
raise as much private money as possible. By doing this, the 
tax impact can be kept as low as possible.

TOWN MEETING OF GILSUM 
MARCH 12,1996 


Moderator, Frnest Peter, opened the meeting at 7:36 with a moment 
of silent prayer. Ralph Jernberg then led us in the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag. 


Mr. Peter stated that the town has 393 registered voters in the 
Town of Gilsum and the estimated population as being 740 of whom 
140 are below voting age; thus 65.5% of Gilsum's population are 
registered voters. ‘Today, out of 393 reyistered voters, 99 voted 
which is approximately 25% 


The results of the elections are as follows:

Those who were elected and present at the meeting, and accepting 
the positions, stood and were sworn in at that time before the 
moderator as he read the oath of office.

Those not present were notified and sworn in at the Town Office. 


The results of the Zoning questions: 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as follows: To 
amend Article II, Districts, by adding a Highway Business Overlay 
District 1,000 feet back from the road on both sides of Route 10, 
excluding the Village Residential District, the purpose of which 
would be to permit certain commercial/business uses in Gilsum 
based upon specific standards for lot size, setbacks, buffering, 
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etc. 
Passed 62 voted in favor 27 opposed. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as follows: To 
amend Article III, A. so as to allow in the Village Residential 
District the following uses by right rather than only by Special 
Exception: General Retail Establishments; Banks, Business & 
Professional Offices; Consumer/Personal Services; Boarding 
House/Bed & Breakfast; Restaurants, excluding drive-thru or fast 
food establishments. 

Passed 67 voted in favor 18 opposed. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as follows: To 
amend Article III, General Provisions, by adding new paragraphs K 
and L that permit Home Occupations by right in all districts and 
Home-Based Businesses by Special Exceptions, and provide 
guidelines for their respective operations. 

Passed 69 voted in favor 15 opposed. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #4 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as follows: To 
add the following definitions to Article XI: 


1. Consumer/Personal Services: Such activities include 
barber and beauty shops; laundry and dry cleaning; 
undertaking and funeral extablishments; small appliance 
repair; computer sales & service; health and fitness 
centers. 


2. General Retail Establishments: Establishments engaged in 
the selling of merchandise for personal or household 
consumption, including farm and garden supplies, 
clothing, personal and household articles, furniture, 
antiques, florists, greenhouses and nurseries. 


3. Home-Based Business: A use conducted by the inhabitants 
of a dwelling, which is clearly secondary and incidental 
to the primary residential use of the property; such use 
shall include but not be limited to: professional 
offices such as medical, accounting, architectural, 
legal, etc. 


4. Nursing Home/Health Care Facility: An extended or 
intermediate care facility licensed or approved by the 
State of New Hampshire to Provide full-time convalescent 
or chronic care to individuals who, by reason of 
advanced age, chronic illness or infirmity, are unable 
to care for themselves. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #5 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as 
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follows: To amend ARTICLES III - GENERAL PROVISIONS, I. NON- 
CONFORMING PRE-EXISTING USES by deleting the existing 
paragraph and replacing with a new Paragraph I that sets 

forth guidelines for non-conforming uses, structures and 

lots. 

Passed approved 59 opposed 22. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #6 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Gilsum Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: To amend ARTICLE V - BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT by adding 
language that describes the responsibilities of the Board and 
criteria under which a special exception of a variance is 
granted. 

Passed 72 approved 10 opposed 


Article 1. ° To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $20,000 to be placed in the COMMUNITY CENTER Reserve 
Fund. 

Article 1 was moved by Mr. Don Duston and Seconded by Mike Klein. 
Dean Smith brought up the question of cost and purpose of the 
proposed Community Center and who it would serve. 

Bill Hasbrouck, Selectman, stated that the town already had, in 
the capital reserve fund, over $13,000.00 for the Community 
Center. Bill Hasbrouck stated that the Community Center would 
have many uses such as Town Meetings, school plays or meetings at 
Christmas time, as a sports facility, basketball, volleyball, and 
various indoor sports games: it would have the ability to be 
rented out for numerous uses. The new center would also have a 
handicapped entrance. Bill Hasbrouck said it was too early to 
get a total cost but it could be estimated to be in the range of 
$150,000.00. The size of the lot, access and parkiny were also 
discussed. The necessity of a survey was also mentioned and the 
fact that the present location for the town.offices did not meet 
the ADA standards. The possibility of using the original ‘Town 
Hall was also discussed. It was also stated that anyone 
interested in contributing any input into this project should 
feel free to give their names to Mr. Young at this time. There 
being no further discussion the matter was brought to a vote. 
Article 1 was voted by a show of hands and passed by a majority 
in favor. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $12,000 to be placed in the FIRE TRUCK Capital Reserve 
Fund. 


Article 2 was moved by Fred Huyhes and seconded by Steve Ackerman. 
Moderator Peter asked if there was any discussion and it was 
asked if Article 2 had any bearing on Article 3 and it was stated 
by Mr. Dooley that what we were looking at was putting $12,000 
more up front into this new fire truck if it so passes, to help 
put a greater down payment. Mr. Dooley stated that it would 

help next year when we go to purchase the truck and borrow the 
money for it we will borrow less and that will be spread over the 
next five years. Ms. Miller stated that Article 2 did refer to 
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Article 3 a little as it would bring it up to about $54,000.00. 
There being no further discussion a vote was taken. 

A vote by a show of hands was taken and Article 2 was passed 
unanimously. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $114,621 to purchase a new fire truck, and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $60,621 in bonds or notes 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
(RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the municipal officials to 
issue and negotiate such bonds more, to authorize the withdrawal 
of $54,000 from the FIRE TRUCK Capital Reserve Fund created for 
that purpose. This will be a non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3, 
VI and will not lapse until the truck is delivered or in two 
years, whichever is less. The Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this apropriation. 

(Two-thirds ballot vote required.) 

Article 3 was moved by William Hasbrouck and second by John 
Calhoun. 

Mr. Hasbrouck stated that he would like to change the dollar 
amounts as follows: "to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$133,128.00 and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
$78,428.00..." "to authorize the withdrawal of $54,700.00 from 
the capital ..." Moderator Peter asked if there was any 
objection to the changing of the language of this Article, only 
by changing the numbers and there were no objections. 

Article 3, as amended was moved to the floor by Dean Smith and 
second by John Calhoun. 


Mr. Ed Perra stated concern regarding the maintenance of the 

town fire truck. Themorale of the volunteer firemen and the 
dependability of the equipment was also discussed at length. 

Bill Hasbrouck pointed out the pros and cons regarding the 
purchase of a new or used fire engine. The financial figures 
were reviewed again by Bill Hasbrouck for the benefit of the Town 
Meeting 

The vote was taken by a ballot vote 60 approved and 7 opposed. 
Article 3 was passed by a 2/3 majority vote. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
tiie sum of $2,000.00 to be placed in the expendable Trust Fund 
used as a Health Insurance/Retirement Program for full-time 
employees. The Board of Selectmen act as the Agent to 
expend/administer this program. 

Article 4 was moved by Chuck Johnson and second by Dawn Symonds. 
It was asked who the full-time employees are. Ms. Miller 
responded by stating that there were two full-time employees 
working for the highway department, George Gilman and Ron Reed. 
The question of what constituted a 40 hour week was raised. Ken 
Dooley stated that the full-time status is based on 50 weeks a 
year and in the summer time the average was not 40 hours a week 
but in the winter the averaye hours worked per week exceed the 40 
hour week and balanced it out. 

Article 4 was passed by a majority vote by a show of hands. 
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Article 5. To receive the report of the Budget Committee, to 
raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town expenses; and to act in any manner relating thereto.

Article 5 was moved by Dawn Symonds and second by Fred Hughes. 
Moderator Peter asked if it was the wish of the people to go over 
each lined item on the budget or just question certain portions. 
There being no opinion Moderator Peter asked how much was 
increased over what was recommended. Mr. Hasbrouck stated that 
the recommended amount was $411,279.00 to which was added 
$18,507.00. There was no question to that addition making the 
amended amount $429,786.00. 
To receive the report of the budget committee to raise and 
appropriate such $429,786.00 to defray town expenses and to act 
in any manner relating thereto. 
Article 5 as amended was moved to the floor by Mr. Perra and 
second by Ms. Cadmus. 
Article 5 was approved by a show of hands unanimously as amended. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 6 was.moved by Marion Hall and second by Mr. Rowe 

The use of the word "anticipated" was questioned and 

Mr. Hasbrouck explained that the town starts spending the budget 
on January 1 and finish on December 1. Mr. Hasbrouck stated that 
the town does not get any real tax money in between now and June 
and so the State allows towns, through this Article, "TAN" and 
through special notes and we get special rates on it usually 
about 5 or 6 percent interest and it must be paid back before 
December 3lst. 

Article 6 was voted on by a show of hands and pass unanimously 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue permits, without charge, for the supervised 
activities held on the Town Parade Grounds or the Ralph "Biygie" 
Jernberg Baseball Fields, said permits to include the erection of 
temporary structures. 

Article 7 was moved by Joyce Jernberg and second by Mike Ballou. 
Article 7 was voted on by a show of hands and approved 
wutanimously.- 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Trustees of the Gilsum Library to apply for, accept and expend, 
without further action by town meeting, money from the state, 
federal, or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the year, as permitted by RSA 202-A:4-C. 
Article 8 was moved by Judy Mallot and second by Tom Mercer 
Article 8 was voted on by show of hands and approved unanimously. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Trustees of Trust Funds to open new funds that may arise during 


the year. 
Article 9 was moved by Mr. Young and second by Ms. Molesky. 
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Article 9 was voted on by a show hands and approved unanimously. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to accept on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies, 
and devises made to the Town for any public purpose, as permitted 
by *RSA 93.1219). 

Article 10 was moved by Mr. Bowen and second by Cricket Johnson. 
Article 10 was voted on by a show of hands and passed 
unanimously. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to convey any real estate acquired by the Town by 
tax collector's deed. Such conveyance shall be by deed. Such 
conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or the 
property may be sold by advertised sealed bids, or may be 
otherwisedisposed of as justice may require, pursuant to RSA 
80:80. The Selectmen are authorized to convey properties deeded 
to the Town by tax lien back to the original owner, upon payment 
of all outstanding tax liabilities, including interest at the 
statutory rate from the date of deeding to the Town to the date 
of full payment by the original owner. 

Article 11 was moved by Sue Cadmus and second by Fred Hughes. 


Article 11 was voted on by a show of hands and passed 
unanimously. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to see any pieces of non-real estate property, either 
by auction or private sale, said property to be advertised for 
three weeks prior to sale. 


Article 12 was moved by John Calhoun and second by M. Hastings 
Mr. Hasbrouck clarified the Article by stating that this 
pertained to town properies only. 

Article 12 was voted on by a show of hands and passed 
unanimously. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further 
action by town meeting, money from the state, federal or other 
yovernmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the year, in accordance with RSA 31:95-b. 

Article 13 was moved by Steve Ackerman and second by Cliff 
Bunker. 

Article 13 was voted on by a show of hands and passed 
unanimously. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to take charye of the 
observation of Memorial Day. 

Article 14 was moved by George Navish and second by Mrs. Molesky. 
Article 14 was voted on by a show of hands and passed 
unanimously. 
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Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to urge our 
representatives to the General Court of New Hampshire and the 
United States Congress to pass laws reforming electoral campaign 
financing, thus returning the political process to the will of 
the people and encouraging the participation of candidates with 
great ability and limited means. Measures to accomplish this may 
include, but not be limited to, the following: 

1. Sharp limitations on all forms of contributions to 
candidates, including soft money contributions 
(contributions to political parties); 

2. Maximum spending limits per election linked to 
geographic and demographic makeup of each state and 
district, such as $1.00 per voter; 

3. Sharp limitations on all forms of spending to influence 
elections, including independent expenditures; 

4. Sharp limitations on contributions and to spending by 
political action committees; and 

5. Remedies, such as free broadcast time, postal subsidies, 
and democratic (public) financiny, to balance inequities 

‘ between credible candidates, incumbent and challenyer, 

PACH OL. DOOT . (PETITIONED RESOLUTION) 

Article 15 was moved to the floor by Fred Hughes second by 
Valerie Piedmont. 
Discussion was as follows: John Calhoun spoke on behalf of his 
support of the adoption of Article 15. Marian Hall asked how it 
would be implemented. Moderator Peter stated that he 
thought that the purpose was for the town to make a declaration. 
If the town passed this Article, it then would be recorded as 
having been approved. John Calhoun said that the people who 
sponsored the Petition would gather the number of towns that 
voted one way another and present those numbers to our 
congressional delegation and also let it be known; presumably it 
might send a message. Bill Hasbrouck stated the importance of 
voting in representatives that would do what we asked. 
Mr. Hasbrouck stated that he had some problems with the Petition 
and stated that he had a real problem with number five in that he 
did not really care to have our taxes given to fill the pockets 
of anyone running for congress and that right now this is exactly 
what is happening. Mr. Hasbrouck stated that he felt that he 
would rather give money to his choice of candidate instead of 
iiaving everyones tax money just spread around to any candidates. 
Mr. Rowe asked Bill Hasbrouck what we could do to go akout 
chanying that situation and Bill Hasbrouck said by electing your 
congressmen or senators but have input. 
There being no further comment the vote was taken. 
Article 15 was voted on by a show of hands 18 approved 
29 opposed. 
16. To transact any other business which may legally come before 
this meeting. 
Patricia White-Hughes thanks all for the support to the PTC 
through yoodie sales. 
Mr. Young said anyone interested in helpiny out at the Rock Swap 
please let him know by the end of the month and also a personal 
thanks to George Gilman for making the roads passable for the 
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school buses. 

Mrs. Navish questioned the omission of printing the town expenses 
in the Town Report and asked if that had been voted on. Bill 
Hasbrouck stated that it was not necessary to vote in order to 
omit certain items from the Town Report and it had been done to 
cut the printing cost of the report. Bill Hasbrouck said If 
anyone wanted to know what has been spent the information was 
available. Mrs. Navish asked that the Selectmen consider putting 
the expenditures back in the Town Report. 

Lois Hastings stated that a "thank you" to Mike Klein should be 
extended for getting the "historic" marker by the stone bridge. 
Joyce Jernberg thanked the Selectmen for having the street signs 
put up and doing such a good job regarding the visikility of the 
Signs. 

Valerie Piedmont expressed her thoughts on how well the meeting 
went and said in the aftermath of the vote on the fire truck she 
felt that something was lacking there, some piece of process that 
makes everybody come out of it feeling that it was discussed in a 
proper way and $138,000 or however many thousand dollars we are 
talking about is a huye@ amount of money for a town filled with 
people that do not have a lot of money. Val Piedmont said that 
she knew that the Selectmen and the Fire Department have had a 
lot of discussion but for those of us that were not part of it we 
needed to hear more. She also said that she felt very strongly 
that it was good to meet all the Fire Department Volunteers and 
that it gave her a real sense of what they experienced but in the 
whole of it she felt it could have been discussed a lot longer. 
She stated that she hoped in the future any ventures that 
involved a lot of money would be more publicly discussed ina 
townly way so that everyone could say what they felt without 
being worried about saying the wrong thing and insulting anybody 
as that is not what anyone would want to do. She stated that all 
the public wanted was the correct information surfaced so that 
everybody could feel yood about spending the large amounts of 
monies appropriated. Mr. Calhoun stated that he was in ayreement 
and that there is another stop in the process of the purchase of 
a new fire truck and that would be the Budyet Committee process 
where this is discussed in some detail by your peers and it is 
also open to anyone as a citizen and it is also advertised. John 
Calhoun stated that if there was not enough of it tonight there 
would be other opportunities to catch up with it. 

Attendance at the Budyet meetings and the announcement of same 
were discussed briefly. 


There being no further business it was moved and second that the 
meeting be adjourned, all were in favor and the meeting adjourned 
at 9:36 p.m.

“a The applicant must make every reasonable effort to cause 
the facility to have the least possible visual impact on 
the town at large, including demonstration of realistic 
analysis of multiple sites and the need for the porposed 
height. 


3. The height of any tower shall not exceed the surrounding 


vegetation by more than a factor of two (2). No tower 
shall be lighted in any way. 
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4. Any wireless communication facility shall be designed to 
accommodate multiple providers of communication services 
and will only be approved under the condition that the 
primary developer of the facility will make the facility 
available upon reasonable terms by lease or other legal 
instrument to other competing providers of these serv- 
ices. 


5. Any alteration of the original permitted use and device 
configuration of the facility will require a new Special 
Exception and approval of a revised Site Plan. 


6. The Board of Adjustment may request detailed plans from 
the applicant and may, at the expense of the applicant, 
engage the services of professional consultants to review 
and comment on the proposed wireless communications 
facility and testimony of the applicants or their agents 
relating thereto.

GILSUM PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report - 1996 


The circulation figure for 1996 reached 3156. Of this total, 1437 were adult’s books, 1434 were 
children’s books, 272 were magazines, 11 were videos and 2 were puzzles. 


The total number of registered borrowers was 311 adults and 122 children. With a total of 433, 
that makes 30 more library patrons from the previous year. 


At the present time our shelves hold 9,356 cataloged volumes. In addition to these, we have 
approximately 150 books rented from the McNaughton Book Service. We also have access via 
interlibrary loan to most any book you might like to read. We also subscribe to 25 magazines. 


Our summer reading club entitled “Reading: the Best Game Around” was enjoyed by many of the 
local children. The two winners of the program were brother and sister, Derek and Jenny 
Scadova. 


The Charles and Eleanor Towns memorial cane, which goes to the oldest Gilsum resident was 
presented to Edith Morse in September. 


In October, the library held their Ist annual yard sale to benefit the library. This was a huge 
success and with the proceeds a photocopier was purchased. 


The weekly story time for preschoolers was held during the school year with Judy Malott as 
storyteller. All children between the ages of 3-6 are encouraged to come and join the fun. The 
story time is held on Wednesdays mornings from 10:00-10:30. 


Home Health Care and Community Services continues to offer free blood pressure clinics at the 
library. These are held on the last Monday of the months of January, April, July, and October. 
There is also a flu clinic in October. 


The library offers local mine maps, New Hampshire mine books, Gilsum postcards, Gilsum 
cookbooks, Gilsum village history maps, and the reprinted Gilsum History for purchase. 


Photocopy Service is also available. 


Book donations are always welcome at the library. Our thanks to all who contributed books in 
the past year. 


Stop by and visit your library. The hours are Monday and Tuesday from 1:30-3:30 and 6:00-

We hauled eleven compactor loads of trash in 1996, the same as in 
1995. There was a slight decline over last year in materials re- 
cycled, but quantities remained higher than in years previous to 
that. 


In September, we began accepting single-ply cardboard again with 
plastic windows removed. (Some may recall that single layer 
cardboard was accepted when we began recycling in 1989. ) 


Market prices for all recycling materials were poor all year, 

a trend likely to continue in 1997. In December, we began co- 
mingling plastic, glass, cans, and foil, which are then sorted at 
another facility. This will reduce the number of containers we 
pay rent on, as well as the number of hauls that will have to be 
made. Although the cost of each haul will be higher, overall 
costs will be the same or less.

Annual Report to Towns 
Ashuelot Local River Advisory Committee 


ACTIVITY DURING 1996 


The Ashuelot River from May Pond in Washington to its confluence with the Connecticut River 
in Hinsdale was enrolled in the NH Rivers Management and Protection Program by the 
Legislature in 1993. Enrollment was based on support of the program by towns through which 
the Ashuelot flows and on documentation of river corridor resources. The program established 
the Ashuelot Local River Advisory Committee (LAC) for the purpose of providing towns with 
recommendations for protecting or otherwise making the best use of those resources. The 
Ashuelot LAC undertakes this project with the philosophy that the river corridor is a unique and 
invaluable feature shared by residents and land owners throughout its reach - truly a public asset. 


During 1996, the LAC completed draft chapters of the Plan for the river from Washington 
through Keene. The LAC intends to complete the draft Corridor management Plan during the 
Spring of 1997. The draft will be made available for public review and comment and LAC 
members will meet with local Conservation Commissions and Planning Boards to discuss and 
possibly revise the draft Plan. 


The Plan will present findings and recommendations for land use planning and resource 
conservation in the Ashuelot Corridor. This includes protecting historic sites and natural areas, 
ensuring pollution prevention and responsible public access, and balancing river bank land 
owners’ needs with protection of the public resource. Priority issues in LAC deliberations and 
meetings with experts are: protection of water quality, public education about best management 
practices for use of fertilizers and chemicals, and responsible public access. 


The LAC looks forward to sharing its findings with the river community and discussing plans to 
protect our river with all interested parties. The LAC also hopes to become a resource for 
information and advice to municipal boards and private land owners in matters of River Corridor 
protection. The LAC is also allowed the opportunity to review and comment on permits for 
environmental permits within the Corridor, but without intervention authority. 


The LAC also received a Partnership Grant from the Connecticut River Joint Commissions in 
1996 to publish pamphlets about the Corridor in addition to the Corridor Plan. 


The Ashuelot LAC meets monthly at the Southwest Region Planning Commission. For further 
information please contact me or Jeff Porter, SWRPC, at 357-0557. The LAC receives 
assistance from Southwest Region Planning Commission and the NH Dept. of Environmental 
Services Rivers Program.
